THE SHOCKING lack of meat 
inspection laws in some states 
was discussed in last week’s col- 
umn, which pointed out that in- 
spection of some kind is com- 
pulsory for practically all meat 
sold in California: 

Inspection has nothing to do 
with quality of meat. It merely 
gives some indication that the 
meat is safe and clean for hu- 
man consumption. 

Meat grading, on the other 
hand, designates quality but is 
purely voluntary for processors. 

The federal government 
grades beef “prime,” “choice,” 
“good,” "standard,” etc. Pack- 
ers and graders sometimes use 
their own grading terms, which 
| usually have nothing to do with 
federal standards. 


WHETHER or not meat is 
graded, you can judge its qual- 
ity yourself, according to Chris- 
tine Greppe, University of Cali- 
| fornie. home economist. «

A compulsory arbitration bill 
for the maritime Industry, 
pending in Congress, was intro- 
duced to benefit “fat cat” ship- 


Owners, according to Paul Hall, 
president of the AFLCIO Mari- 
time Trades: Department. 

Hall debated the issue with J. 
Paul St. Sure, president of the 
Pacific Martime Association, at 
the University of California’s an- 
nual Industrial Relations Confer- 
ence, 

He said the American Presi- 
dent Lines on the West Coast 
and five major East Coast lines 
receive a subsidy from the fed- 
eral government, including 80 
cents for every $1 in wages they 
pay. 

To receive it they must prove 
the wages are fair and reason- 
able. And a government arbitra- 
tion panel is the best way they 
can thing of to prove the wages 
fair and be sure of the subsidy, 
Hall charged. 


He denied St. Sure’s claim that 
the shipping industry should be 
treated differently because of its 
nature. The compulsory arbitra- 
tion bill has nothing to do with 
the “national interest,” Hall em- 
phasized.

New ZIP Code starts July 1 


Postmaster John F. Bushell 
says the new ZIP Code mailing 
program will go into effect July 
1 


Five digit numbers will be as- 
signed to every post office and 
city delivery zone, This will 
make it possible for large mailers 
to pre-sort mail by code number 
and bypass up to six current 
hand operations, thus speeding 
their mail. 

Ordinary citizens will be asked 
to use their ZIP Code numbers 
on their return addresses. 

The ZIP Code number assigned 
to Oakland is 94600. The first 
digit, 9, covers the states of Cali- 


fornia, Oregon, Washington, 
Alaska and Hawaii. The second 
digit, 4, indicates the northern 
part of California. The third 
digit; 6, is for the Oakland Post 
Office. The present zone number 
is added to this. If the zone 
number is 9 or lower, it is pre- 
ceded by 0.

Some of us know a little bit 
about World history; even a lit- 
tle of our Countries history and 


a few know some of their Re- | 


ligious history. How many of us 
know anything about American 
Labor history. I doubt if any 
of our members ever took time 
out to read a little labor his- 
tory, including the very young 
ones, who, have never had the 
experience of walking a PICKET 
LINE. We used to say you ob- 
tained your labor education on 
the Picket Line.

In order to protect our gains 
and to be able to effectively ne- 
gotiate additional benefits when 
the contract expires, the labor 
agreement contains certain pro- 
visions to insure our bargaining 
power. 


One of the most important ar- 
ticles in the contract lists the 
excluded positions and limits the 
amount of included work that 
can be performed by employees 
outside of the bargaining unit. | 
This part of the contract is re- | 
ferred to as “Appendix B.” The! 
symbol “X” affixed to a particu- 
lar excluded title means that | 
the holder of the title can per-} 
form no included work. | 

Field engineers carry the sym- 
bol “X”. This means they can 
only perform engineering work. 

The union finds that the com- 
pany has expanded its staff of 
field engineers all over the coun- 
try. In the Pacific Division alone, 
the number of field engineers 
increased from 14 in 1960 to 30 
by April, 1963. This is legal as: 


long as they confine | 
to engineering work. We have | 
determined that the field en- 
gineers are regularly perform- 


ing included work. This is not; 


legal. 
On June 6, 1963, we met with | 


the company at the division level | 
regarding this flagrant violation 
of the contract. They could not 
give us one example of engin- 
eering work being done by any 
of the 30 field engineers. The 
union cited case after case where 
the field engineers were found 
performing included work. 

On June 18, 1963, our National 
Bargaining Committee met with 
the company at the national 
level to make it ctear that the 
union would not tolerate the 
violation to continue. Our job 
security, wages and working 
conditions depend on our ability 
to control the amount of in- 
cluded work that can be done 
by employees outside of the bar- 
gaining unit. The union was pre- 
pared to exercise full control. 

One June 20, 1963, the com- 
pany agreed that they would in- 
struct all area plant superin- | 
tendents to honor the union’s | 
demand.

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Some truthsabout unions 
to set the record straight 


Many people complain that unions have lost their social zeal 
and have degenerated into selfish protectionist groups. 

Perhaps this is true in some cases. Maybe it's a sign of 
middle age when we stop trying to reform the world and con- 
fine ourselves to the bread-and-butter matters of everyday life. 


But we contend that labor's so-called image has been tarn- 
ished. And when the smears of our enemies have been cleaned 
away, labor will be seen to have a lot of its old spirit and ideal- 
ism left. Furthermore, we are firmly convinced that responsible 
unions will remain the greatest force for good in American so- 
cietv for countless years to come. 


Unfortunately, the public often swallows the propaganda 
of anti-labor groups and employers without analyzing it. This 
includes many members of the labor movement. And brain- 
washing by employers and anti-labor groups and newspapers 
may account partly for the loss of some of that old-time union 
zeal which we had when we had to stick together and fight, 
or perish. 


We hope that those who fell for the propaganda about the 
“waves of strikes” recently will examine closely statistics just 
released by the U.S. Department of Labor. They show that 
strike idleness in April was the second lowest of any April 
since World War II. April, 1963, strikes resulted in the loss 
of 1,050,000 man-days. Unemployment—with 4,100,000 mem- 
bers of the labor force out of work—took a toll of 90,200,000 


man-days, or nearly 86 times as much. 


A few months ago, Secretary of Labor Willard Wirtz called 
for “fresh approaches” to collective bargaining in this period 
of growing union concern about job losses due to mechanization 
and automation. He said the “fresh approaches” are needed to 
ward off the demands of labor's enemies for compulsory arbi- 
tration laws, The Steelworkers and the steel industry, working 
together through a joint Human Relations Commission without 
formal negotiations or contract deadlines, have just concluded 
one of the most revolutionary contracts in their history. It 
includes 13 week vacations every five years, in addition to 
regular annual vacations. These will spread work and provide 
an extra 20,000 jobs. Both the manner of negotiation, in an in- 
dustry previously plagued by strikes and strife, and the kind 
of agreement reached represent “fresh approaches.’ We hope 
those who are always finding fault with unions notice them. 


Another frequent criticism is that the economic power of 
unions has been increased by union control over pension funds. 
Last week, in its 43rd annual report, the National Bureau of 
Economic Research, an independent group, called these claims 
“unsupported.” As of 1960, the latest year for which figures 
were available, the bureau said, assets of all union and union- 
company funds totalled only $1,610,000.000. Assets of all 
private pension funds sood at $49,800,000,000. State and local 
government retirement plans had assets of $18,800,000,000. 


Finally, we have the Bureau of Labor-Management Re- 
ports, the agency which administers the Landrum-Griffin Law, 
passed by labor's enemies because McClellan Committee testi- 
mony indicated flagrant abuses in a handful of unions. 


John L. Holcombe, the bureau's commissioner, said in San 
Francisco recently that his investigators find “no substantial 
violations” in 40 per cent of the complants they receive; only 
technical violations usually due to “lack of training and under- 
standing” in 58 per cent, and matters requiring court action in 
a mere 2 per cent of the cases. 


Bonding of union officials is one cumbersome requirement 
of the Landrum-Griffin Law. The recent AFLCIO Committee 
on Political Education Area Conference in San Francisco was 
told that the 14,000 banks whose officials are bonded suffered 
1,771 embezzlement losses last year. But 60,000 unions, whose 
officials must be covered under the L-G bonding requirement, 
had only 74 dishonest leaders.

ASKS CANCELLATION 
OF HCUA HEARINGS 


Editor, Labor Journal: 


Once again the House Come 
mittee on Un-American Activi- 
ties has announced hearings in 
California. At least 11 people, six 
from Northern California, five 
from Los Angeles, have been 
subpoenaed to appear in Los An- 
geles on July 1 to answer ques- 
tions concerning their recent 
visits to Cuba. 

The issuance of subpoenas to 
persons who have traveled to or 
spoken about Cuba is a flagrant 
intervention -by the committee 
into the right of the American 
people to hear both sides of any 
issue. This not only violates the 
First Amendment rights of those 
subpoenaed, but the basic right 
of the public to hear all sides of 
a subject, which is the other half 
of the right to free speech. 

In addition, the committee has 
violated its own rule by releasing 
to at least one San Francisco 
newspaper the names of five res- 
idents of Northern California. In 
so doing, it is repeating its at- 
tack upon the professional and 
personal lives of witnesses. Pro- 
tests against this procedure in 
1959 resulted in the abandon- 
ment of the hearings into the 
teaching profession. Once again, 
the committee piaces itself on 
record that its maior purpose is 
not legislative action, but expos- 
ure for exposure’s sake. 

In the past week the Supreme 
Court has reversed the First 
Amendment contempt conviction 
of Edward Yellin, because the 
committee violated another of its 
rules. The San Francisco District 
Court also has voided the re- 
indictment of Louis Hartman,
